The following 
committee on' ezedentiala was ap- 
pointed: First Dirtriot, W. M. Beed, 
of Marshall; Second Diatiiot, Malooli 
Yeaman, of Henderaon; Third Dis- 
trict S.R. Crewdson, of Lqg>B| Fourth 
District, H. A. Somen, ol Hudin. 
The convention then took B 
waiting the report of the committee. 
At 4:15 the committee on credentials 
reported that there were no contests 
and that all the counties were repre- 
sentetl in jierKoii or by proxy. On 
motion of J. E. Kowe, of Daviess, the 
temporary organization was made 
permanent. On motion a call of the 
counties was then begun for nomina- 
tions. Ollio Janifs, of Crittenden, 
nominated Dr. R. L. Moore; John S. 
RheSt of Logap, J. F. Dempsey; C. 
N. Pendletoii, of Davieaa, F. B. Rich 
ardson; Charlea E. Wheeler, of Mc- 
Cracken, W. Q. Morrow; W. M. Reed, 
of Benton, Tipton A. MiHer. 

The roll was then called on the first 
ballot and resulted as follows: Demp- 
sey, 1163-5; Richardson, 60 3-5; Mor- 
row, 29 1-10; MUler. M 1-10; Moore, 
29 8-6. Before the call was complet 
ed Mr. McElroy authorized the with- 
drawal of hia naae. Allen county 
was unrepresented, Mr. McElroy de- 
clining to cast tha vote of that coun- 
ty. After the fint ballot the conTen- 
tion adjourned until 8 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 

The convention reassembled 
promptly at 8 o'clock Thursday 
mornmg, but as many of the dele 
gates were late Rtraggling in, a recess 
of thirty minutes was taken.

As soon as Dempsey was d 
the nominee Rhea was \\\> deinanding 
to be beard upon his resohitions, but 
Henry Burnett, of McCracken, moved 
an immediate adjournment. 

Then pandemonium broke loose. 
Every delegate was on his feet, yell- 
iug at the top of his voice. Rhea 
mounted the secretary's table imme- 
diately in front of the chauman, still 
demanding to be heud, and Capt. 
Ellis, who was the autlior of the reso- 
lutions, joined him vigoioualy pro- 
testing. 

The chair recognized Burnett in 
spite of the wild disorder and order- 
ed the call of counties. The dele- 
gates could not make themselves 
heard, but went to the clerk's desk 
and voted. 

The ballot resultetl, for adjourn- 
ment 96, against 181. 

This restored order and Rhea then 
spoke to his resolulione. He madi 
red-hot silver speech which w 
loudly cheered. 

Then Chariey Wheeler, of Mc- 
Cracken, announcing that he was a 
free silver man, cflfered in a spirit of 
harmony, he said, the following: 

"Rbsolved, That the failure of this 
convention to take action upon the fi- 
nancial question is not to be consid 
ered as antagonistic to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, but be- 
lieved the state convention aJone 
should settle such questions, the mat- 
respectfuJly referred to that 
body." 

This resolution was the result of 
conference held by the conservative 
silver men the night before. It 
supported by Mr. Wheeler in an 
luent speech and the gold bugs at 
mce turned to this as the best show 
ing fur theiu to defeat the obnoxious 
resolutions. 

Before iho vote was taken there 
were other speeches. Ollie James, 
of Crittenden, made an impassive and 
eloquent appeal to the friends of sil- 
ver to stand by their principles and 
was lustily applauded. 

Judge Lige Walker, of Hartford, 
claiming to be "almoet for 16 to 1,' 
protested against the resolution, and 
urged that it waa out of place in a 
diimot convention, and without pre- 
oedent. He made a long argument, 
in which he incidentally remarked 
that he saw his son-in law (Jake 
Rowe) was nearly bustin' to make a 
speech on the other side of the case. 

Jake Rowe followed Jud^ Walk- 
er and addressed much of his speech 
to "my dear father-in-law," amid up- 
roarious laughter and applause. He 
wanted to know what '•my dear fath- 
er-in-law with all his gold is for,'' 
and in expressing his surprise said he 
had learned most all he knew 
vor of silver from his beloved parent 
by marriage. Rowe appealed for a 
pression on silver and deprecate 
any cowardice on the subject. H 
said the gold men were here pleading 
for a postponement until the state 
convention, but at the state conven 
tion would be pleading for a post- 
ponement until the national conven- 
tion. 

i he previous question was then or- 
dered and a vote taken. The substi- 
tute was lost by a close vote of 
143 1-6 to 126 5-6, Todd county not 
voting. 

Judge Walker then moved to sepi 
rate the resolutions and vote upon 
them by sections.

They may, there- 
fore, 1)0 n'lied upon to take peculiar in- 
ternet in two cases recently treated by 
a specialist abroad, the details of which 
go to prove that If a man desires to rid 
himself of the smoker's habit and other 
methods faU hypnotic "suggestion" is 
capable of aohieving the desired result. 

The first case, says the New York 
Herald, la that of a smoker sixty-three 
years old, who was a slave to tobacco. 
He began the habit at sixteen, and con- 
tinued it, without a break, for fort}-- 
sereo years. He lit up as soon as he 
»woke in the morning, and until he foil 
■aleep at night there were few Interrals 
fal which he was not vigorously engaged 
fa» blowiBr»«lesd. - He had made-aoponr 
Attempts dannit recent years to moder- 
ate his pwMioB for tobaooo, but without 
•uoce-ss. Thewaroincapftusphysioiaiw 
were in vain. 

They went ao far a* to tall h(m that 
lia was showing symptoms at a lesion 
of the stomach, which might torn into 
a cancer, and that ibia was due aimply 
to his abuse of th«..WMd. TlMyalso 
promised him a c«MDii|N>. mp* If he 
wonld only stop hmUH9<. BM U was 
«f no use. After i— Irtug aoA or two 
Jaeflectrml attempts lie resigned him- 
mil to the ineTitable, and smoked more 
obatinately than ever. 

At this sta^ the hypnoticer— that ma- 
gician of modem medieine— appeared 
on the scene. He offered to try the 
effects of snggMtion. After some hesi- 
tation, the smdcer consented. He be- 
^Uered himaeU a doomed man, bat he 
was williag to giro this last obanoe of 
salvation a trlaL 

The doitor held up the index tLaget 
of his left hand. In leas than three 
minutes the patient waa fnUy hypno- 
tized. Then the saggeatlon was made 
to him: "Your desira for smoking no 
longer exists. From this moment you 
will not give another thought to to- 
bacco. You will smoke no more cigars, 
cigarettes or pipes. You will refuse all 
tobacco, cigars or cigarettes that may 
be offered you by your friends. To- 
bacco will disgust you." 

The patient joyously announced the 
next day that he had not smoked since, 
- and that he had no desire to do so. 
"To ascertada," said the doctor, in his 
aocount of the treatment, "whether he 
was resolved, in aooordanoe with the 
suggestion of the day before, to refuse 
any offer of tobacco made to him by 
another person, I took a box of cigar- 
ettes out of my pocket and offered hii 
one. He gave a decided refusal, 
begged him to try to smoke, but he 
WOTild not. Then I lit a cigarette in 
bib presenoe, and. leaving the open box 
in front of him, went on to talk of 
other matters, but be did not make :i 
single allusion to tobc ceo. He seemed 
to have forgotten all i '>out it." 

A friend called a f-\v days later to 
see the former smolC'Sr, and, knowing 
nothing of what had taken place, of- 
fered him a cigar. It was at once re- 
fnsed, and further the hypnotic subject 
proceeded, much to the other's aston- 
ishment, to make a present to his friend 
of all his own remaining cigars, de- 
claring that he <!Ould no longer bear 
the sight of them. The doctor con- 
cludes the history of the case by saying 
that the cure has been permanent. 

The other instanoe of this novel use 
of the power of snggeation varied in 
some interesting deta^ from the first. 
The patient was a man of forty-six, 
who was an inveterate cigarette smoker. 
He bad begun when fourteen years old 
and smoked on an average of twenty 
cigarettes a day. He felt that hLs 
health was suffering, and last October 
he was hypnotized at his own request. 
The Kujfgestion made to him wbUe in 
the hypnotic state was: 

"Your desire for smoking has dis- 
appeared. You will smoke no more 
cigars or cigarettes, and will accept 
none from others. If you try to smoke 
a cigarette you will be ill." 

'ilio hypnotism took place in the 
morning. The same afternoon the pa- 
tient fetta desire to smoke. No sooner 
did he try to do so than he was affect- 
ad with a feeling of nausea and with 
eooktrlotUm of the tliroat. He was 
o^dteMd to thniw away the cigarette, 
ifttlAh he had only Just lighted. 

He omde ao further attempt to smoke 
that eve&lnir, but the following day lie 
tried on three oeCasiona, and each time 
with the same unpleasant consequences. 

So far the snggeation bad only par- 
tially influenced him. The next day— 
tbe third— it ceased to influence him at 
aft and he waa able to smoke again as 
oomfortably aa ever. 

Forthvrith he was hypnotized again, 
and the first suggestion was repeated. 
The result of the second attempt was 
all that could be desired, for from that 
5 the present the patient has not

named Turpln had invented an engiike 
of war so terrible that the nation poa- 
ses.iing it would have the power of an- 
niliiliiling ita opix)npnt.s— ko dread a 
niaoliine that its very might would 
probably put an end to war altogether. 
Tlie record.s of the Krcnoli patejit office 
revenl the fact that this engine of de- 
strui Mon, which should act as a sort of 
cust-ir. 11 .lupiter Toiiaus, is a rocket. 

Inventors of all ages, says the New 
York World, have been struck with tbe 
great advantages of the rocket aa a 
missile ever tlie ordinary c«nnon with 
its projectile. First, the rocket carries 
Its propelling power with it, wliile the 
projectile receives only a big push, i 
were, at the beginning. The cannon 
ball must move more and more slowly 
as It goes; the rocket may go faster and 
faster. The cannon ball implies an| 
eaormously heavy and awkward piece 
of artillery; for setting off the rocket 
nothing is needed but • light portable 
frame or carriage. 

Tbe first mUitaiy rooketa that made 
much stir were those of Congreve, 
which dM good work in the .bombard- 
ment of Copenhagen and also in the

Ba can tfana evi- 
dently fcA up an anoirmoualy high 
speed, but tt ia, •afortaaately, ao4 
panied by a tramMiaf movement, 
which has a dlaturUny aotion on the 
acouraoy of fire. 8o the military rocket 
is stiU short of perfection as an engine 
of war, but Turpin% rooket has come 
nearer to it than any of itapredaoea-

thrives. They e.\i)eud their pocket- 
money with tiie eiirefulness that per- 
mits tio running In debt. An amusing 
Incident of this tlirifty habit is men- 
tioned in the Lady.

A private letter from a missionary 
who visited Port ArOiur soon after its 
fall oontaina some new facts that are 
of interest. After describing the mag- 
nificent fortiflcatioins -and the great 
Krupp ffuns of the latest and best man- 
ufacture, he says: 

"One cannot help feeling much sym- 
pathy for the poor Chinese. So mnch 
money spent in vain — so many millions 
expended to be lost in a few hours; 
strong forts, splendidly armed, the 
large cost of which has, attioe all, only 
aezred to enridi certain fcnviga eon- 
tracton and Chinese mandarine.* 

This same correspondent declares 
poritlvely that had the Japanese de- 
layed the attack on Port Arthur a few 
hours longer the Chinese would have 
evacuated it. The garrison learned 
that the place was being surrounded by 
a large Japanese army, and it waa all 
the officers could do to prevent the 
troops from bolting in a body, as some 
one had spread the rtimor that the Jap- 
anese would give no quarter, because 
of the mutilating of some spies who 
were caught by the Oilnese and tor- 
tured near the fort. 

This correspondent, who talked with 
several higli Japanese ofSdala and 
many common soldiera at Port Arthur, 
says that the Japanese are becoming 
weary of the lack of fighting in this 

ar. One ofilcer declared that the 
sgular yeirly maneuvers were harder 
work than this campaign had been. 
He said his men had never had one good 
fight since they started out, and the 
losses had all been through accident 

camp dysentery, caused by drinking 
bad water. Port Arthur now swarms 
with Japanese artisans, who are put- 
ting everything into the best condition. 
There is <xie torpedo boat in the dry 
dock, and the place will be axraoged 
so that all Japaneae naval repaint may 
be made there.

Were I to publish 
the treasure you sent me the emperor 
would order that it should be made the 
standard, and that none be published 
except such -as equaled it Knowin^f 
literature as I do, and that it would be 
impossible in ten thousand yean to 
equal what you have dpne, I send your 
writing back. Ten thonsand timea I 
crave your pardon. Behold, my head is 
at your feet. Do what you wilL Your 
servants servuut.

The emphatic deelaratiou of the 
Owensboro ooavention on the ourren* 
cy questi<»i W8f the direct result of 
the stupid conduct of the Louisville 
daily papers, that have deserted the 
teachings of the Demoer.itic party 
and have been for months tlevotiug 
their energies to disorj^anizing the 
[larty aud wrecking its future. The 
•onveuti'jn was composed of thought- 
ul, c iiisorvative men, m ndf ul of the 
party's interests above things. Be- 
ing good Democrats, IpS gteat body 
of them w<$re in fibie w^ith the 
party's principles oil the currency 
question. Of the three hundrea dele- 
gates present, fully four-fifths were 
for honest gold and silver money, 
There were a few extreme silver men 
intent on passing ,strong resolutions, 
but the great majority were perfectly 
willing to let the troublesome ques- 
tion rest until the state convention. 
But from the very first the seeds of 
discord were novta by the Louisville 
papers.

To applicants for county certlfloate, 
State certificate and State diploma: 
In making up the questions of the 

current year, the State Board of E 
aminers purpose to indicate ev( 
more emphatically than heretofore 
the design of the law that teachers in 
the public schools should be fuU; 
prepared to ^ive accurate and effi 
cient instruction in every branch pre- 
scribed; that they should realize the 
importance of this; and that County 



the public scnoois snould be luUy 
prepared to ^ive accurate and effi- 
cient instruction in every branch pre- 
scribed; that they should realize the 
importance of this; and that County 
Boards of Examiners -insist upon as 
close attention to one subject as to an 
other. Much complaint has been 
made that the old tendency to regard 
certain things as essential and others 
as. merely complimentary or incident- 
al still obtains; and that what is char- 
acterized in homely phrase as good 
"all-round" instruction and drill in 
far from being the rule. The ques- 
tion as to the relativeeducational val- 
ue of studies is a momentous one, 
now fortunately undergoing iu this 
country serious and thoughtful 
vestig.itiou and discussion; but it 
not within the province of State or 
County Boanls to determine (even to 
consider) this when pronouncing up- 
on the qualifications of persons who 
must obtain the State's license to 
take charge of her common schools. 
The branches spiecified by law are, to 
the extent to which they are to be pur- 
sued, fundamental^ and a teacher 
should be so thoroughly versed in 
each that there will be n-i tendency 
to develop into the "arithmetic crank," 
the "grammar crank," or the other- 
wise unreasonably-biassed individual 
in a field that requires above all oth 
ers the well-balanced and adaptable 
mind. If the foundation laid m the 
common school is £fiulty, the super- 
structure of the »fter-life cannot be 
strong and symmetrical; and it is due 
to the child that none of the funda- 



good form as well as correctness of 
expressicm. Composition is so im- 
portant that every teacher ought to 
make special study of some work not 
prescribed for use in the common 
I schools; as Kellog's Composition and 
Rhetoric, BonnelrsCoraposition, But- 
ler's School English, etc. In addi- 
tion to a thorough acquaintance with 
the adopted text-books on Civil Gov- 
ernment, the constitution of the Uni 
ted States and the constitution of 
Kentucky should be well understood 
as to then* most ostensible provisions. 

So tnany requests have been made 
by those who desire to apply during 
the present year for state certificate 
and state diploma for us to designate 
some g^ood text-books to be used in 
reviev/ing the higher branches requir- 
ed, in oraer that they may not be 
subjected to the unnecessary expense 
of purchasing works which they have 
in hand, that we indicate some which 
are deemed good and sufficient, 
though it is not to be inferred that 
similar standard works will be found 
to differ materially or to be deficient 
in treating the subjects touched upon 
in the test questions. In the matter 
of literature, Shaw's New fiistory of 
English and American Literature is 
sufficient; in the science and art of 
teiu^ing and psychology. White's 
School Management, ■Steele's Rudi 



mentals alluded to be slighted. A 
wrong is inflicted upon him when 
they are slighted. 
'It has occurred to us that one of 

the most serious defects in current 
teaching is i\w partial ne-^'lect of the 
hmguage studies and exercises, spell- 
ing, reading, writing, aud composi- 
tion; aud while in the questions for 
the year nothing will be given prom- 
uence, the tests on these points will 
je given their due importance, and 
Mjunty boards are respectfully urged 
to require their careful consideration 
as to lime allotted each on examina- 
tion aud as to credits allowed. 

Technical grammar, arithmetic, ge- 
ography, history, and jjhysiology 
Will not be less regarded than hereto- 
fee, but will be more consistent, one 
month with another, aud lietter cal- 
culated to treat the applicant's fa- 
miliarity therewith aud his judgment 
as to principles, effects and applica- 
tion; while something more than the 
customary importance will be given 
to the civil government and to 4be 
science and art of teftohiag—the 
latter now required by law to take its 
place on examination with the school 
branches, and to be graded with equal 
care. 

We deprecate anything that savors 
of "cramming for examination;" but 
we should be remiss of duty to those 
who wish to enter upon the important 
work of teaching, (or to continue 
■ eiu,) if wu should fail t.j indicate 
views as to the in'cessity of care- 
ful attention to r^verj branch, and ap- 
to have misled them by bringing 
n without fair warning face to 
facf^ with a series of ipiestions making 
those increaswl demands which are 
imperative if we wish to make some 
gain each year iu Vlm etliciency of the 
teaching force. 

As will b« inferreil, it is well that 
n reviewing or prosecuting the work 
u which many of you are now eugag- 
)d iu training schools, or private 
study, you examine with much par- 
ticularity the chapter on orthography 
as .found in your practical grammar; 
that you note all tnat is found in the 
writing-books in general use; that in 
composition you consider with much 
care punctuation, capitalzing, para- 
graphing — in short aU that relatei to

your purpr)s»; in geometry, Steele, 
Wells or Wentworth; and in Latin, a 
f imiliarity with any standard gram- 
mar, in connection with Cfiesar and 
Virgil will saffioo. 

The deep interest now being mani- 
fested in the teacher's vocation, aud 
the iucreusiug number of scholarly 
aud ambitious ladies and gentlemen, 
who are looking forward to this work 
are indicative of better things for the 
common schools, and encouraging to 
us who look with much concern for 
evidence of improvement.

One of his sous lost his life 
while fighting for the north daring the 
war of the rebellion.

This contains 
dynamos of enormous size, said to be 
er even than the monsters exhib- 
at the world's fair at Chicago. 
Prom the dynamos the power is trans- 
mitted to distant points through the 
electrical subways.
